If a Postmaster in the discharge of his duty, 
as well as his clerks, be compelled to pry into let- 
ters, to count the pieces or enclosures, (instead 
of being charged by weight,) the system is vexa- 
cious, nay, its tendency is vicious, and may mis- 
lead many a thoughtless clerk astray, when he 
spies money. It sadly points out the necessity 
of REFORMING. 

If the facts and grievances here stated do really | 
exist, why does not every man immediately set! 
about himself REFORMING. 

When persons of all conditions in life come for- 
ward, without distinction of party and petition 
Congress for a revision of letter postage, it says in 
language not to be misunderstood, that the system 
wants thoroughly REFORMING. 

When thousands, nay millions of letters, along 
all the great thoroughfares, are sent in the trunks 
and pockets of traveilers, because they cannot af- 
ford to send them by mail, this says to all thinking 
and reflecting men, that the system urgently wants 
REFORMING. 

When the greatest charms of life, the cor- 
respondence of distant friends, is abridged by 
the exhorbitant rates of letter postage, affect- 
ing mostly the classes in humbler life, where it is 
hard to be borne, it says, the system wants RE- 
FORMING.

Pillars in the Chureh. 


A SHORT SERMON. 


Gat. 2: I—James, Cephas and John, who seemed to be 
pillars. 

Christians are currently called “ God’s build- 
ing,” and the temple of the Holy Ghost; and said | 
to be “ built up a spiritual house ;” and as some} 
occupy more important places than others in this 
spiritual house, they may properly be called _pil- 
lars, or the main supports of the building in com- 
parison with others. | 

But it is one thing to seem to be pillars, and 
another to be really such, as were James, Cephas 
and John. Some have sufficient desire /o seem to 
be pillars, while the main interests of the Church 
derive little support from them. And such would 
do well to observe, what il is to be pillars in God’s 
building. 

In the first place, pillars should be of solid ay 


stance. In modern architecture, it is common to 
decorate the front of buildings, by what seem to be 
pulars, and are not. A large shell or effigy of a 
pillar is formed of thin and painted boards, which 
seems to bear a great pressure of responsibility, 
while, in fact, the burden is borne by some more 
modest and concealed supports. Now God’s 
building does not need the help of such pillars. 
Those who would seem to be pillars, merely for 


at. They are usually hollow, easily marred and 
defaced, and not unfrequently the habitation of 
mischievous vermin. 

2d. Pillars should stand erect. Leaning pillars 
are painful to look at, and dangerous to the build- 
ing. When the pillars in the church lose their 
upright position, the whole building is on the point 
of falling. 

3d. Pillars should be strait and and not crooked 
sticks. . A bending pillar can bear but little pres- 
sure, and is very unpleasant to the eye. Crook- 
ed sticks can be wrought into better advantage, in 
almost any other position. 

4th. Pillars should be placed under, and not on 


the top of the building. ‘They should bear the 
( building, and not compel the building to bear them. 
Nor should they be placed at ‘the sides in the po- 
sition of battering rams, to be dtiyen against the 
walls, as they sometimes are, by a most unfortu- 
nate mistake. ' 

5th. Pillars should always be found in the same 
position. A weathercock should turn with the 
wind, but a pillar should be unmoved by wind and 
storm. A wigdow or a blind should be here or 
there, in adjustment to the season or the weather, 
but the pillar should never shift its position, either 
in winter's blasts or summer suns. So pillars in 
the Church should have a staidness of character, 
so that we may always rely upon them, and know 
where to find them. 

INFERENCES. 

Ist. We infer that it requires at least ordinary 
qualities of Christian character, to qualify one to 
be a pillar. He must have solidity, uprightness, 
humility, and steadiness of character, These are 
indispensable. 

2d. Many who would fain seem to be pillars in 
or days, are far from what they would seem 
o be. 

3d. Many whose unassuming dispositions will 
not allow them to be pillars, et, otwithétand, 
Bay Prag eryh pp vergessen forit, 

. Let all who aspire to be pillars, seck to 
combine those qualities which will fit them for 
the place.— Puritan.
